CANADA NEEDS ANOTHER ROBB 


Supporters and critics agree that the 
King Government will be lucky if another 
J. A. Robb can be found to take charge of 
the finance department. What is more im- 
portant, the Dominion of Canada will also 
be singularly fortunate in the event. What 
Canada needs, and will need for a good 
many years, is some one who can produce 
Robb surplusses and keep on whittling 
down the national debt. 


STOCKS DOWN ; PRODUCTION UP 


While Alberta oil stocks, along with 
securities generally, have been dumped 
on the bargain counter at prices ridiculous 
in comparison with those of six months 
ago, Alberta oil wells are producing more 
oil than they ever did before, by more 
than two to one, In August of this year 
100,659 barrels of naphtha, light and 
crude oil came from the wells in this 
province, according to information com- 
piled in the Department of the Interior, 
against 46,451 barrels in August of last 
year. Thus while oil stocks have slumped 
in popular estimate, the wells which give 
to the stock whatever real value it 
possesses have more than doubled their 
carning power and dividend paying 
power in the last twelve months. 
Apparently the production of oil — and 
dividends is a subject in which the 
buyers of oil stocks are only moderately 
interested. , 2 


WET AND DRY 


Full returns show that the voters of 
Nova Scotia presented the Provincial Gov- 
ernment with something of a conundrum 
when they went to the polls and recorded 
their wishes in the matter of regulating 
the sale and use of liquor. By a majority 
of 5,000 or more they said they wanted 
the Nova Scotia Temperance Act re- 
tained; that is, prohibition. By a major- 
ity of 24,000 they said they wanted a sys- 
tem of government sale, 

It will be interesting to see what kind 
of legislation the Government will bring 
down which can at one and the same time 
forbid the sale and consumption of intoxi- 
cants and set up dispensaries where liquor 
may be legally bought for use as a bever- 
age. A guess may be hazarded that the 
next time the Rhodes Government sub- 
mits a plebiscite this will not be worded in 
a way to invite the voters to instruct the 
legislature to proceed in two opposite di- 
rections, 


MARKING THE HIGHWAYS 


The Alberta Motor Association is doing 
a useful service to the travelling public, 
members and non-members, by putting up 
direction sign boards along the country 
roads. These will be of particular advant- 
age to motor tourists from other provinces 
and from the United States, who are com- 
ing into Alberta every year in larger num- 
bers, and to whom road signs mean the 
saving of time and money, as well as con- 
serving temper and adding to the pleasure 
of the trip. 

But why should it be left to a motor 
association to undertake the trouble and 
expense of putting up these signs? It is 
part of the recognized duty of a town 
council to mark the streets, For the same 
reasons it should be the duty of the Pro- 
vincial Government to put up the neces- 
sary markers along the country highways. 
The Government last year drew $3,431,599 
revenue from auto licenses and gasoline 
taxation. Marking the roads js a service 
which the motorists have well paid for and 
which the Government ought to give them. 


WHY NOT “OWL” CARS? 


The city council has been considering 
the running of “owl” cars. On occasion 
the private citizen has been considering 
that same question for some years, and 
wondering why it isn’t done. The street 
railway system has been run pretty con- 
sistently on the principle that people 
ought to get home by midnight or there- 
abouts. Perhaps they should. But this 
wayward generation refuses to admit the 
point and chafes under the official regula- 
tion, People will linger over the bridge 
game or the tea cups until the fatal hour 
has passed and the last of our early re- 
tiring cars has sought its stall. Then, 
however they get home, the street railway 
gets nothing out of it. 

Why not have one car meander over

Prejudice is the common name for 
it; and just bad judgment in being 
misled by what appeals to our emo- 
tion and not to our sense of justice 
or prudence, But to conclude that 
because the emotions may 60 Coy. 
monly mislead the proper way to 
prevent it is to suppress them is as 
bad psychology as it is impossible, 
This Prof, Herrick has said #0 
well that it ts plain that the real 
problem is to direct the emotions into 
worthwhile channels, 

If you really lost your einotions 
(and that may happen), you would 
lose the vest of Ife; you wouldn't 
care about what you do or about 
doing anything. To live richly you 
must care much; without emotion you 
might be +fficient in a small way, re- 
ducing the whole of your mental en- 
dowment io a specialized machine, 
but as a human you would be dead 

There are quite as many who dils- 
trust reason. “Yes!” they say, “that 
sounds all right, but somehow I don't 
feel that it is right.” Or, “I can't 
te}l you why I distrust that man; 
bait something tells me that he isn't 
sincere or honest.” You can't reduce 
a good share of the decisions we have 
to make to a@ diagram and reason 
them out, Things ae ov complex 
that the margin of uncertainty Is 
large, and often it seems better to 
trust our feelings with no sufficient 
reason than to reason jt all out with 
the chance ‘that we have left out of 
consideration the one decisive point. 

The same holds true for the senses, 
Your eye and your ear will often de- 
cleve you; and there are lots of per- 
sons who are honest enough but make 
poor witness, But you must trust 
your senses much of the time, as well 
as the reports of others who go by 
their senses, The problem of fitness 
is one of balance. You must trust 
your whole outfit, emotion, senses, 
reason; bit when, and how, and how 
much? The answer to that ts wis- 
dom; and part of the wisdom of liv- 
ing is to cultivate the equipment for 
it in all its phases to their fullest ex- 
pression, Keep your senses keen, your 
emotions warm, your reason critical, 
and your interests alive. The body 
thrives best on a balanced ration of 
food; so does the mind on a balanced 
ration of the Ingredients of right 
living.

| 877,154, and imports into Canada
